REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the School Board: 
I submit the annual report. 


Teachers 


The only change in our staff of teachers was made 
in the ease of Miss Doris Paisted of the High School, 
who resigned to accept a better opportunity in Mass- 
achusetts. Miss Iber Holmes was employed in her 
place. We consider ourselves fortunate jo secure 
the services of Miss Holmes, who had had two years 
of successful experience in her line of work. 

Consolidation of Grades 

We found it desirable to combine the first and sec- 
ond grades into one school under Miss Seaver. The 
plan has not been entirely successful owing to the 
unexpected increase in the number of pupils in the 
first grade. Without doubt, we must make a read- 
justment in the interest of better instruction and 
better opportunity for both teachers and pupils. 

Improvement of School Plant 

Some changes have been made in the bell signal 
system, a new heater has been installed in the Home 
Economics building and a new tennis court has heen 
started. The last project was financed by money 
furnished by the last graduation class. During the 
summer, Mr. Baker cut out a considerable quantity 
of underbrush from the pine growth just beyond the 
school buildings, this has added another grove to 
the park development. For two winters we have cut. 
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off trees which needed to be removed, thus furnish- 
ing for the school plant several cords of excellent fire 
wood. Our citizens would do well to make use of 
our cleared groves during the hot summer days as a 
place for rest and recreation. Few towns have so 
desirable public park facilities as we. 


Health Supervision 


We have worked, although under handicap, upon 
the problem of an adequate health supervision. The 
new nurse, Miss Margaret E. Cronin of Manchester, 
has made an excellent beginning. I hope that we 
may successfully carry on this work on a perman- 
ent basis. 

Testing of Pupils 
Certain groups and some individual pupils have 


been tested by modern approved methods in order to 
discover certain results. Your Superintendent intends 


as opportunity offers, to make a general survey of 


our whole body of pupils, with a view to comparing 


the standing of our boys and girls with that of boys 


and girls throughout the nation, also to assist the 
teachers and others in case of necessary reclassifi- 
cation of certain pupils. 
The cordial and helpful attitude of School Board 
and the teachers is appreciated.
